Dear  Sir: 

Pursuant  to  Section  20,  Chapter  31,  1926,  of  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act,  I 
have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1938,  giving  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  insurance  companies  licensed 
to  do  business  in  Alberta,  detailed  statements  of  provincial  and  extra-provincial 
companies,  together  with  other  data  of  administration,  both  with  respect  to  the 
Insurance  Act  and  The  Real  Estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act. 

The  report  further  shows  companies  licensed  during  the  year  with  class  of 
insurance  each  was  authorized  to  undertake,  with  name  of  Chief  Agent  or 
Attorney  and  address  in  the  Province,  also  admissions  and  withdrawals  during 
the  year.  While  four  companies  withdrew  from  the  Province  during  the  year, 
eleven  companies  were  admitted  to  do  business  during  the  same  period. 

Legislation 

Amendments  were  effected  to  The  Alberta  Insurance  Act  at  the  1938  Session 
of  the  Legislature,  being  Chapter  65,  as  follows:  empowering  the  Minister  upon 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  to  refuse  to  renew  a  license,  or 
suspend  or  cancel  any  existing  license  because  of  any  violation  of  the  Act;  requiring 
countersignature  by  and  payment  of  commission  to  resident  licensed  agents  on 
account  of  policies  covering  property  situate  in  the  Province  but  issued  outside 
of  the  Province;  and  in  the  matter  of  returns  with  respect  to  such  insurance 
under  The  Corporation  Taxation  Act  and  The  Fire  Prevention  Act;  prohibiting 
cancellation  of  policies  by  loan  or  trust  companies  and  providing  penalties  for 
infraction  thereof;  together  with  the  inclusion  of  a  section  stipulating  the  rights 
of  agents  in  respect  of  renewal  commission  on  life  insurance  renewal  premiums. 
The  amendments  all  came  into  force  on  the  day  on  which  they  were  assented  to, 
except  the  last  mentioned  which  is  to  come  into  force  by  Proclamation — not  yet 
proclaimed.

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As  indicated  in  my  last  report,  investigation  was  commenced  (December, 
1937)  with  respect  to  insurance  placed  upon  property  within  the  Province  with 
unlicensed  insurers.  Considerable  revenue  was  collected  as  a  result,  being  un¬ 
licensed  insurance  tax  fifty  per  cent,  of  premium  paid  or  payable,  totalling 
^7,158.59,  while  additional  tax  has  since  been  collected  in  1939  on  account  of 
investigations  commenced  in  1938.  Insurance  in  some  instances  where  full  one 
or  three-year  tax  was  paid  (payment  for  the  full  term  of  insurance  being  de¬ 
manded  in  all  instances)  was  allowed  to  run  until  expiry.  In  most  cases,  how¬ 
ever,  the  insurance  was  cancelled  upon  payment  of  tax  and  placed  with  licensed 
companies.  A  record  of  all  unlicensed  insurance  involved  in  investigations 
conducted  has  been  maintained  to  enable  further  check  being  made  to  assure 
renewal  with  licensed  companies.  While  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  it  has 
been  impossible  to  continue  investigations  along  these  lines  to  as  great  an  extent 
as  was  undertaken  in  the  fall  of  1937  and  spring  of  1938,  every  opportunity  is 
seized  to  carry  on  the  work  commenced  in  this  connection  and  policies  examined 
in  investigations  undertaken  during  the  year  under  review  totalled  1,007. 

Investigation  was  also  carried  out  during  the  year  with  respect  to  unauthorized 
persons  soliciting  membership  in  unlicensed  Fraternal  or  Mutual  Benefit  Societies. 
A  number  of  prosecutions  have  since  been  undertaken  and  full  information  sup¬ 
plied  policyholders  for  their  protection. 

Eight  Government  institutions  were  inspected  during  the  year.  These  are 
detailed  in  report  of  the  Fire  Commissioner. 

Fifty-six  claims,  exactly  the  same  number  as  in  1937  but  for  considerably 
larger  amounts,  under  insurance  contracts  of  the  Government  were  submitted 
to  this  office  during  the  year,  one  being  on  account  of  fire  loss  at  the  Ponoka 
Mental  Hospital  when  a  farm  dormitory  was  partially  destroyed.  Indemnity 
collected  from  Lloyd’s,  insurer  of  all  but  the  first  ten  per  cent,  of  the  loss, 
totalled  ^5,303.17  and  the  Provincial  Treasurer’s  Building  Insurance  Trust  Fund 
paid  ^1,300.00  on  account  of  this  loss.  On  account  of  a  total  of  five  fires 
sustained  during  the  year,  Lloyd’s  paid  ^5,440.67  and  the  Reserve  Fund  ^1,868.60. 
Other  losses  included  claims  under  automobile  and  fidelity  coverages  totalling 
^4,913.93,  one  of  which  is  in  dispute,  while  liability  was  denied  in  another  case. 
A  public  liability  claim  for  which  judgment  has  already  been  given  by  the 
Courts  of  ^4,911.15  has  been  appealed.  I  am  pleased  to  report  a  total  of 
^33,204.05  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Provincial  Treasurer’s  Building  Insurance 
Trust  Fund  as  at  December  31st,  1938.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Nineteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  operations  of  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
covering  the  period  from  January  1st  to  December  31st,  1938  (pur¬ 
suant  to  Section  35,  Chapter  34,  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act,  1926) . 

The  fire  loss  during  the  year  1938  was  slightly  less  than  in  1937, 
being  $1,456,127.89  as  against  $1,578,569.50,  or  1,471  fires  compared 
to  1,506  in  the  year  1937,  and  has  only  been  lower  in  four  previous 
years  (1933,  1934,  1935  and  1936) ,  and  then  only  by  a  very  small 
margin;  but  considering  11  losses  in  1938  accounted  in  the  aggregate 
for  a  total  loss  of  approximately  $477,500.00,  or  nearly  a  half-million 
dollars,  the  record  is  better  than  that  of  previous  years  since  1920. 
The  insured  loss  totalled  $1,152,549.69.  Destruction  by  fire  was  the 
greatest  during  the  months  of  March,  September,  April  and  July 
and  the  least  in  June  and  January,  with  major  fires  occurring  at  ' 
the  following  properties:  Land  Building,  Calgary;  Metropolitan 
Store  Building,  Edmonton;  Elevator  and  Flour  Mill,  St.  Albert;  and 
to  certain  store  buildings,  8th  Ave.  East,  Calgary. 

The  greatest  number  of  losses  occurred  in  dwellings,  where  779 
fires  destroyed  property  to  the  value  of  $346,136.99.  Second  in  the 
list  are  stores  which  were  destroyed  or  damaged  to  the  extent  of 
$310,077.23  as  a  result  of  97  fires.  Warehouse  or  storage  buildings 
accounted  for  a  total  loss  of  $190,200.73,  although  there  were  only 
28  fires  in  this  class  of  occupancy. 

Causes  of  fires  reported  were  similar  to  previous  years,  and  for 
the  most  part  still  show  a  serious  lack  of  disregard  to  fire  preven¬ 
tion.  Cigarettes,  cigars  and  matches  occasioned  by  far  the  greatest 
number  of  fires — 254  in  number — while  defective  or  overheated 
chimneys,  stovepipes,  stoves  and  heaters,  electrical  equipment, 
burning  rubbish,  hot  ashes  and  improper  electrical  wiring  ac¬ 
counted  for  a  further  263  fires.  Children  playing  with  matches 
were  the  cause  of  the  deaths  of  three  children  and  27  fires.  Care¬ 
less  handling  of  gasoline  or  other  volatile  liquids  resulted  in  31  fires 
and  six  deaths. 

I  regret  to  report  the  death  of  10  men,  2  women  and  4  children 
during  the  year  (Table  11)  .  Four  of  the  victims  were  over  70  years 
of  age  and  one  a  baby  only  10  months  old. 

Inspection 

Inspection  of  property  hazards  has  been  carried  on  during  the 
year  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  former  years,  and  although  there 
were  not  as  many  towns  and  villages  visited  compared  to  the  year 
1936,  a  greater  number  of  Orders  to  Remedy  Conditions  were  issued. 
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while  there  were  many  more  special  inspections  undertaken  by 
request.  (See  Table  9.)  A  large  number  of  hotels  have  been 
inspected  throughout  the  Province  and,  working  in  conjunction  with 
the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board,  exits  and  fire  alarm  systems, 
where  necessary,  have  been  installed  or  improved  as  required. 
Where  it  has  been  impossible  to  carry  out  inspections  by  our  own 
inspectors  the  work  has  been  done  at  our  direction  by  fire  chiefs  or 
local  assistants  resident  in  the  district,  and  in  this  manner  many 
hazards  have  been  removed  and  better  fire  exit  facilities  provided. 
These  improvements  were  practically  all  carried  out  without  written 
order,  but  by  correspondence  from  this  office,  and  as  a  result  are 
not  included  in  remedies  tabulated  in  Table  9. 

Additional  inspection  work  has  devolved  upon  the  department 
in  connection  with  combination  retail  and  bulk  gasoline  distributing 
warehouses.  This  work  is  being  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Industry.  Regulations  have  already  been 
drafted  as  to  requirements  under  which  gasoline,  kerosene  and 
distillates  may  be  sold  by  the  drum  or  other  similar  containers  and 
a  number  of  inspections  made.  Eight  such  locations  have  already 
been  approved  and  three  rejected  as  failing  to  comply  with  the 
regulations.  It  is  probable  inspection  and  other  duties  in  this 
regard  will  involve  considerable  extra  work  in  1939. 

Eight  Government  institutions,  comprising  approximately  232 
risks,  were  inspected  during  the  year  by  the  Deputy  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner  in  company  with  a  representative  of  the  insurer  carrying 
insurance  upon  the  buildings,  and  reports  filed  in  respect  to 
remedies  necessary  from  a  fire  prevention  standpoint  and  protection 
of  life.  Amounts  of  insurance  and  schedules  of  coverage  were  also 
revised  as  requisite  at  the  same  time.  There  were  five  fires  in 
Government  properties  during  1938,  causing  a  total  damage  to 
buildings  and  contents  of  $7,309.27. 

Legislation 

No  amendments  were  found  necessary  to  existing  legislation 
during  1938,  and  the  only  change  was  the  regulation  affecting 
gasoline  storage  and  handling. 

Investigation 

Work  conducted  during  the  year  in  respect  to  investigation 
duties,  having  regard  to  difficulty  experienced  in  the  investigation 
and  prosecution  of  incendiarism,  was  more  productive  of  results 
with  a  somewhat  higher  percentage  of  convictions,  being  9  in  1938 
as  compared  to  4  in  1935,  7  in  1936,  and  14  in  1937.  Three  of  the 
1938  convictions  were  secured  on  informations  laid  by  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police.  In  addition,  5  investigations  were 
carried  out  under  the  Lightning  Rod  Act  and  2  prosecutions  in¬ 
stituted,  1  by  this  office  and  1  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  on  our  behalf. 

A  Fire  Prevention  display  was  again  exhibited  at  the  Edmonton 
Exhibition  as  in  former  years  in  conjunction  with  the  City  of 
Edmonton  and  at  the  same  location  as  last  year.  Motion  pictures 
were  again  the  principal  attraction.  Clean-up  Week  and  Fire  Pre¬ 
vention  Week  were  observed  as  usual. 

Tables  are  appended  showing  a  yearly  and  monthly  comparison 
of  the  fire  loss  during  the  year;  classes  of  property  destroyed  or 
damaged,  and  loss;  and  tables  showing  the  various  causes  of  fires 
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reported,  itemized  as  to  occupancy  and  construction  of  buildings 
involved,  tgether  with  other  information  sufficient  to  indicate  ad¬ 
ministration  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act  during  the  period  under 
review  including  investigations  and  inspections.  Tables  of  the  fire 
loss  have  been  compiled  from  reports  filed  by  individuals  having 
sustained  losses  and  from  insurance  companies,  fire  adjustment 
agencies  and  information  supplied  by  local  assistants.
